Judge/Executive 
Pruitt addresses 
county issues

“We’ve got a number of challenges 
ahead of us,” Hickman County Judge/ 
Executive Greg Pruitt said Wednesday, 
Jan. 23 when he addressed the Clinton 
Rotary Club about issues facing the 
county. Judge Pruitt, who came as a 
guest to long-time Rotary member 
Jerrald Chandler, spoke to the club about 
current issues including the moving of 
County Clerk Jimbo Berry’s office, the 
financial dilemma facing the county’s 
ambulance service, fire protection, and 
school security. 

An overcrowded office 

Pruitt pointed out to Rotary members 
that if any of them had been in County 
Clerk Jimbo Berry’s office, they have 
noticed how crowded it is. He noted 
that when Hickman County was 
established, it included the entirety of 
the Purchase area. Many researchers 
from surrounding counties are directed 
to Berry’s office for issues dating back 
to before the division of the counties. 
Rotary member and Hickman County 
Attorney Sue Ellen Morris confirmed 
Pruitt’s statement by stating that people 
come to the local courthouse from all 
over the country to do research. 

The county clerk’s office is now 
is the process of transitioning to 
the larger suite of offices that were 
formerly occupied by Judge Pruitt. 
The judge’s office is currently across 
the street in the building partially 
occupied by Utilities, Inc. where it 
is currently renting office space. The 
Hickman County UK Extension Office 
is currently in the process of renovating 
a property on the grounds of Hickman 
County High School (HCHS). When 
these renovations are complete, the 
extension office will move out of its 
current building, and the judge’s office 
will move into the current extension 
building when more renovations are 
complete. 

Pruitt walked Rotary members 
through the process of coming to the 
current decision. He said that the fiscal 
court had looked at all the possible 
options, which included building a 
new building, moving to the second 
level of the courthouse, and adding

City to discuss resolution in 
support of industrial hemp

When the Clinton City Council 
meets on Monday, Feb. 4, they will 
have a resolution in their packet in 
support of “reintroducing industrial 
hemp in the Kentucky Agriculture 
and helping make Kentucky a national 
leader in this agriculture crop.” This 
resolution was drafted and brought 
forth by Councilman Ivan Potter in 
the council’s January meeting, but was 
tabled so that more research could be 
done on the topic. 

Industrial hemp is an agricultural 
product that can be used to produce 


clothing, paper, and even fuel. 

“Commissioner of Agriculture 
James Comer and State Senator Rand 
Paul are both pushing the initiative to 
reintroduce industrial hemp as a cash 
crop in Kentucky,” Potter said in an 
interview with the Hickman County 
Gazette on Monday evening. Potter 
stated that Hickman County has 
weather and irrigation 
conditions for growing 
industrial hemp are among 
the best in the country. 

“We are in line for 
1,000 jobs,” Potter stated 
optimistically. He said that 


since the Hickman County area is so 
ideal for growing industrial hemp, the 
region would also be good location for 
plants to process the product. According 
to Potter, the region would be prime for 
a garment factory that would use hemp 
as a raw material instead of cotton. A 
factory like this could employ 
200 to 300 locals. In addition to 
the garment factory, the region 
would be a prime location 
for a large paper mill that 
would use hemp instead 
of timber. This type of 
factory could produce up to 
800 jobs. “These figures are 


based on a report from the University 
of Kentucky about 10 years ago when 
they did a study on the potential impact 
of industrial hemp in western part of 
the state,” Potter said. 

Potter is attempting to convince the 
rest of the Clinton City Council to be 
the first unit of government on this 
side of the state to pass a resolution 
in support of growing industrial hemp 
for economic development purposes. 
On the farming side of the situation, 
Potter said that it would be similar to 
introducing tobacco agriculture. If a

Hickman church in ashes

Bro. Jason Sipes was drinking 
coffee and reading his Bible across the 
street in the pastor’s residence when 
he noticed smoke. He asked his wife, 
Kelly, to call 911 as he ran across the 
street to his neighbor’s house, which he 
thought was on fire. He soon realized 
the flames were originating from his 
church building. 

A fire broke out during the 7 a.m. 
hour of Wednesday, Jan. 23 on the 
south side of West Hickman Baptist 
Church (WHBC) at 1003 Broadway. 
The flames quickly worked their way 
throughout the structure where Bro. 
Sipes has served as pastor for the last 
seven and a half years. 

“The Hickman Volunteer Fire 


Department (HVFD) was on the scene 
in eight minutes,” Bro. Sipes said, “and 
I really thought they’d be able to come 
and put it out.” This would not be the 
case as members of the HVFD worked 
tirelessly throughout the morning with 
mutual aid assistance from Cayce, 
Fulton, and Union City, Tenn., fire 
departments to keep the fire from 
spreading. They were on the scene for 
eleven hours and returned to the scene 
three times to put out hot spots. Thirty- 
six fire fighters used 1 million gallons 
of water to extinguish the fire. “They 
were on the scene for a long time,” 
stated Bro. Sipes. “They were kind and 
helpful and we are grateful for their 
efforts.” 

Some of the members of WHBC are 
some of the volunteers who respond to 


fires for the HVFD. James Bridges, a 
volunteer firefighter and a member of 
WHBC was one of the many helping to 
save the church building. As he assisted 
with the efforts, his wife Findsey and 
his mother-in-law Edie Fane watched 
with their arms around friends and 
tears of sadness and disbelief on their 
faces as the fire relentlessly claimed the 
structure. 

Word quickly spread of the tragedy 
for the church of 200 members (with 
an average of 105 in attendance) and 
offers of assistance and support started 
coming in. “Carly Smith, a child of 
nine, handed me a dollar and told me it 
was from her birthday money and she 
wanted the church to have it,” explained

on to the courthouse. Pruitt 
explained that the option to buy 
the UK Extension Building was 
the most cost effective course 
to take. Moving to the second 
level of the courthouse seemed 
to be the most common sense 
approach, but a considerable 
amount of the second floor space 
is being rented out to the State of 
Kentucky Administrative office 
of the courts for $24,000 per year. 
The county judge’s office would 
have required up to one third of 
the space currently being rented 
out, and the fiscal court would 
be losing approximately $8,000 
in rent annually. Financially, this 
would be the same as paying 
$8,000 per year in rent for an 
office, and the fiscal court would 
have been losing money in just 
a few years if that route were 
taken. He explained that the 
decision to move his office out 
of the courthouse rather than the 
county clerk’s was a matter of 
convenience to those utilizing the 
courthouse. If the county clerk’s 
office had moved offsite, county 
residents would be moving from 
building to building to settle tax 
related issues. 

An expensive jail 

Pruitt mentioned that the 
Hickman County Detention 
Center is the biggest drain on the 
fiscal court’s general fund. While 
building the jail was a move that 
made the most sense at the time, 
state legislation has changed the 
dynamics of the situation. 

“If we hadn’t built the jail, 
we would have had payroll/net 
profit tax seven years earlier 
than we did,” He explained. 

The detention center is 
currently generating $78,000 
less per year than what it should 
be, and that money has to come 
out of the general fund. Pruitt 
said that there had been mention 
of closing the jail, but the jail 
remains an economic force in 
the community, providing a 
significant number of local jobs. 
Local non-profit groups also 
benefit from the detention center, 
as inmate labor is responsible for 
a considerable amount of work 
that gets done around the county. 
Any decision about closing 
the jail would need to be made 
soon, the judge/executive said, 
before electing a new jailer or 
re-electing the current one. 

“This is not a reflection of 
Chad Frizzell’s performance,” 
Pruitt said referring to current 
Hickman County Jailer Chad 
Frizzell, who began serving as 
jailer in July 2006. 

A financially strained 
ambulance service 


It is no secret to Hickman 
Countians that the local 
ambulance service is struggling 
financially. Recent issues of 
The Hickman County Gazette 
have covered the details of the 
predicament. During his address, 
Pruitt reminded Rotary members 
that in November 2011, the 
ambulance board approached the 
Hickman County Fiscal Court 
and requested $8,000 per month 
to stay in the black. The fiscal 
court agreed to pay two thirds 
of the requested sum in hopes 
that the City of Clinton would 
provide the remaining one third. 
This decision was based on the 
figure that approximately two 
thirds of the runs made by the 
ambulance service were outside 
the city limits of Clinton, with 
the rest inside the city limits. 
Since November 2011, the 
Hickman County Fiscal Court 
has paid $78,000 in subsidies to 
the ambulance fund. 

“We wanted to subsidize 
ambulance service until Arbor 
Place got up and running,” He 
said. At the time, the consensus 
was that once Arbor Place 
reopened, there would be enough 
ambulance runs for the service to 
sustain itself with no more local 
subsidies. That doesn’t seem 
to be the case anymore. Pruitt 
pointed out that three years ago 
the ambulance service had 1,200 
runs, two years ago, 800, and last 
year had less than 400 runs. It is 
doubtful that the resurgence of 
Arbor Place can make up for this 
type of deficit. People around 
Hickman County are coming to 
the dreaded realization that the 
ambulance service cannot fund 
itself. 

Pruitt said that an ambulance 
tax may be the only answer. If 
a tax is instated, he said that it 
would most likely be a type of 
automobile tax. 

County-wide fire protection, 
and school security 

Pruitt told Rotary that fire 
protection in Hickman County 
is going to be a big issue in 
2013, saying that there are 
fewer firefighters and more 
work for them to do. He noted 
that it is harder to be a volunteer 
firefighter now than it used to 
be, and the training guidelines 
are stricter and more hours of 
training are required. He notified 
Rotary that he, with the approval 
of the fiscal court, has assembled 
a 15-person fire protection 
committee to discuss the issue 
and come up with possible 
solutions. The committee held 
its first meeting in December and 
will meet again on Tuesday, Feb. 
19 at 6 p.m. at the Young Center 


in Clinton. Representatives from 
the Kentucky Fire Commission 
will attend the meeting as 
advisors on different possible 
courses of action. A solution 
mentioned during the last 
meeting involved consolidating 
the three fire districts into one 
county-wide fire district. 

Judge Pruitt told Rotary 
members that the fiscal court 
is currently working with 
school officials in their efforts 
to increase security on the 
campuses of Hickman County 
High School and Hickman 
County Elementary. The 
Hickman County School Board 
has created a position and 
advertised for a school security 
officer, either in the form of 
a Special Law Enforcement 
Officer (SLEO), or a School 
Resource Officer (RSO). The 
estimated cost for this position 
is $45,000 per year. The fiscal 
court has agreed to pay half of 
that, or $22,500. 

Positive notes 

Judge Pruitt ended his talk on 
a more positive note, saying that 
there are things in the county that 
are going well. He spoke about 
the economic partnership with 
Fulton County (Fulton County 
Hickman County Economic 
Development Partnership, or 
FCHCEDP), Kentucky Great 
River Region Organization 
(KYGRRO), and the Ken- 
Ten Regional Alliance, all of 
which are aimed at economic 
development in the region. 
He said that three out of every 
ten jobs created by industry in 
Fulton County typically go to 
Hickman County residents. 

He spoke with optimism 
about the near-future opening 
of Discovery Park of America in 
Union City, Tenn., mentioning 
that many visitors to the park 
will be driving through Hickman 
County. He mentioned plans 
for a larger trail that starts at 
Discovery Park and goes up 
through Fulton County, to 
Columbus-Belmont State Park, 
an ATV trail system currently in 
the planning stages in Carlisle 
County, all the way up to 
Wickliffe Mounds in Ballard 
County. 

Pruitt also wanted to make 
known that there are a number 
of organizations around the 
county that are doing a great job 
of making Hickman County a 
great place to live and work. The 
Hickman County Arts Council, 
Falcon Academy, the Halloween 
Parade Committee, and the 
Christmas Parade Committee 
were some of the first to come 
to mind.

There has been an outpouring of 
support even as far as Ridgely, 
Tenn., where a church there 
experienced a devastating fire a 
few years ago. 

David Weatherly purchased 
new hymnals for the 
congregation and Richard 
Cagle showed his support with 
a donation.

Throughout the day on 
Wednesday local businesses

churches such as Church of God 
and others supplied hot coffee, 
including Strong Funeral Home, 
and Dale and Julie Jackson 
provided hot chocolate on the 
cold January day. 

WHBC held Wednesday 
evening services in the Life 
Enrichment Center of the First 
United Methodist Church. “We 
called and offered our building 
Wednesday morning,” stated 
Judy Myatt when talking about 
the tragedy. “The building is 
only used a handful of times 
throughout the year. It is the 
least we could do.” 

Before Bro. Sipes and his 
congregation can move on to 
the next phase, water needs to 
be pumped out of the basement. 
“We need the insurance 
investigators to wrap up their 
job so we can move forward,” 
he said. “West Hickman has a 
great future. Whatever God’s 
plan is, we represent him.” 

On Sunday morning at 11 a.m. 
152 gathered for the WHBC 
service held in the gymnasium 
of Fulton County High School. 
Superintendent Dennis Bledsoe 
offered the use of their facilities 
to Bro. Sipes the morning of the 
fire and he was in the audience 
when Bro. Sipes addressed his 
congregation. 

“We will remember the men 
who came before us,” stated 
Bro. Sipes. “Their blood, sweat 


and tears will be represented 
well as we look to the future. 
Eighty years from now we will 
leave something behind for the 
next generation to take them 
even farther.” 

He added he knows everyone 
is grieving and that they are 
heartbroken, but they should be 
excited about the future. “We 
have unshakable faith,” he said. 
“Put your trust in God.” 

The moving service was 
filled with song, remembrance, 
and a video of photos 
compiled by David Thomas 
further demonstrating the 
congregation’s will to not only 
take comfort in the past, but also 
move forward together into the 
future. 

“I don’t want you to miss 
the momentousness of this 
occasion,” Bro. Sipes said 
emphatically. “This is the 
launching pad of a new era. 
Faithfully, this is where we 
begin.” 

Eleven charter members 
founded WHBC in 1910 and 
in September 2010, the church 
gloriously celebrated a century 
in existence. Since the inception 
of WHBC they have withstood 
the great flood of 1937 and the 
January 9, 1938 fire that took 
the structure, originally built 


in 1912. The church building 
located in west Hickman was 
rebuilt within five months with 
many of the pews saved from 
the first fire. In 1954 a $20,000 
addition was added and during 
the January 2009 ice storm 
WHBC served as a community 
shelter during one of the worst 
disasters ever recorded in the 
state’s history. 

Lost in the Wednesday fire 
were many memorable items, 
including a quilt made by 
different ladies in the church and 
quilted by Carolyn Eddlemon 
and a silver Communion set 
that was donated to the church 
in 1917. 

A marquee-type sign, which 
was erected in the front of 
the church on March 3, 2010, 
was spared by the fire. The 
Wilkerson family donated 
the sign in loving memory of 
life-long member and deacon 
Richard D. Wilkerson. 

On Sunday, Bro. Sipes vowed 
the church would be back within 
12 to 18 months as a testament 
that God and the Gospel is what 
holds the congregation together, 
not just a building. “It wasn’t 
the pews or the pulpit that made 
us who we are,” he said. “It was 
us - together. Our love for each 
other.”

farmer wanted to grow hemp, 
they would have to register 
with the state police and the 
commissioner of agriculture, 
and they would be monitored 
around the clock to ensure there 
would be no illegal practices. 

Why is it illegal now? 

According to a popular non¬ 
fiction work by Jack Herer 
entitled The Emperor Wears 
No Clothes, The first laws 
regarding hemp in America were 
introduced in the 1600 by the 
British Colonial Government. 
These were “must grow” laws, 
and they required farmers to 
grow hemp, as it was at the time 
the most widely used plant in 
the world. Farmers that didn’t 
grow hemp could be jailed or 
kicked out of the country as a 
non-patriot. Benjamin Franklin 
started the first paper mill in 
America and it used hemp to 
produce all of its paper. 

The first law against hemp 
was passed in 1937, and 
potential reasons for the ban 
vary depending on who is 
asked. According to Potter, 
Henry Ford was at the time 
building prototype automobiles 
out of hemp fiber, and some big 
industries in America became 
nervous and began promoting 
propaganda against hemp. 
Potter said that the hemp ban 
was lifted during World War II 
and the Hickman County area 
grew hemp to make rope for the 
Navy. 


What is the difference 
between industrial hemp and 
marijuana? 

According to the website 
industrialhemp.net, “Even 
though they both come from 
Cannabis sativa L., the varieties 
that are used to make Industrial 
Hemp products (seed, fiber, 
etc.) and those that are used 
to make marijuana (flowering 
tops and leaves) are distinctly 
different. They are scientifically 
different and are cultivated in 
very different ways.” 

“The purpose of the proposed 
resolution is to communicate to 
officials in Frankfurt that there 
is an enlightened city council 
that wants to pursue industrial 
hemp for industrial benefit,” 
Potter said.

Industrial hemp contains 
only about 0.3% - 1.5% THC 
(Tetrahydrocannabinoids, the 
intoxicating ingredients that 
make you high) while marijuana 
contains about 5% - 10% or 
more THC.

This is the 
expected length of time 
you’ll be investing for a 
particular financial goal. If 
you are decades away from 
retirement, you may be 
comfortable with riskier, more 
volatile investments. But if 
your retirement looms, or 
you’ll soon need to tap college 
savings, you might not want 
to risk sudden downturns that 
could gut your balance in the 
short term. 

Diversification within risk 
categories is also important. 
From a diversification 
standpoint it’s not prudent to 
invest in only a few stocks. 
That’s why mutual funds are 
so popular: They pool money 
from many investors and buy 
a broad spectrum of securities. 
Thus, if one company in the 
fund does poorly, the overall 
impact on your account is 
lessened. 

Many people don’t have 
the expertise - or time - to 
build a diversified investment 
portfolio with the proper 
asset mix. That’s why most 
401(k) plans and brokerages 
offer portfolios with varying 
risk profiles, from extremely 
conservative (e.g., mostly 
treasury bills or money market 
funds) to very aggressive 
(stock in smaller businesses or

Typically, each portfolio 
is comprised of various 
investments that combined 
reach the appropriate risk 
level. For example, one 
moderately conservative 
portfolio offered by Schwab 
consists of 50 percent interest- 
bearing bond funds, 40 percent 
stocks and 10 percent cash 
equivalents. Usually, the more 
aggressive the portfolio, the 
higher percentage of stocks 
it contains (i.e., higher risk/ 
higher reward). 

Another possibility is the 
so-called “targeted maturity” 
or lifecycle funds offered 
by many 401(k) plans and 
brokerages. With these, you 
choose the fund closest to 
your planned retirement date 
and the fund manager picks 
an appropriate investment 
mixture. As retirement 
approaches the fund is 
continually “rebalanced” to 
become more conservative. 

Although convenient, this 
one-size-fits-all approach 
may not suit your individual 
needs; for example, you may 
want to invest more - or less 
- aggressively, or may not like 
some of the funds included. 

These may seem like 
complicated concepts, but 
the Security and Exchange 
Commission’s publication, 
“Beginner’s Guide to Asset 
Allocation, Diversification 
and Rebalancing,” does a 
good job explaining them 
(www.sec.gov).

Avoiding Tax 
Identity Fraud 

By Jason Alderman 


Refund 


Many people file their 
income tax returns as early 
in the year as possible. Some 
are eager to claim their tax 
refund right away, while 
others are simply following 
their New Year’s resolution 
not to procrastinate until 
midnight, April 15. 

Let me add another good 
reason to file your taxes right 
away: tax refund identity 
fraud. 

That’s where someone 
uses your Social Security 
number (SSN), birth date and 
other private information to 
file a fraudulent income tax 
return in your name and then 
pockets the resulting tax 
refund. Often, a victim’s first 
clue is a letter from the IRS 
contesting their legitimate 
tax return, saying one has 
already been processed 
under that name. It can take 
months - and mounds of 
paperwork - to unravel the 
mess. 

This scam has proliferated 
in recent years thanks to a 
confluence of events: 

• There’s a thriving 
black market in personal 
information stolen from 
healthcare facilities, nursing 
homes, schools, insurance 
companies and other 
institutions that require an 
SSN as identification. 

• The IRS is pressured to 
begin issuing refunds shortly 
after taxpayers start filing 
returns in mid-January, 
even though employers 
and financial institutions 
aren’t required to submit 
withholding and income 
documentation until the end 
of March. Thus, disparities 
often aren’t caught until 
months later. 

• The growing popularity 
of electronic filing, where 
hard-copy documentation 
(like W-2 and 1099 forms) 
isn’t required. 

• Many people receive 
refunds via direct deposit 
and prepaid debit cards. 
Criminals open and close 
accounts using bogus 
addresses long before the 
theft has been detected. 
Thanks to severe budget cuts 
and chronic understaffing 
- not to mention constantly 
playing whack-a-mole 
with thieves who dream up 
new schemes - the IRS is 
hard-pressed to keep up. In 
one extreme example, the 
agency issued more than 
$3.3 million in refunds for 
2,137 tax returns filed to a 
single address. 

But all is not lost. The IRS 
has significantly beefed up

its fraud-prevention efforts. 
In 2011, they intercepted 
nearly 262,000 fraudulent 
tax returns seeking almost 
$1.5 billion in refunds related 
to identity theft. And they 
now issue special personal 
identification numbers 
(PINs) to impacted taxpayers 
to protect their future tax 
filings. 

So what should you do 
if you’ve been victimized? 
Typically, the IRS will send 
you a notice that: 

• More than one tax return 
for you was filed; 

• You have a balance due, 
refund offset or have had 
collection actions taken 
against you for a year in 
which you didn’t file a return; 
or 

• IRS records indicate 
you received wages from 
an employer you don’t 
recognize. This could indicate 
that someone has used your 
personal information to get a 
job. 

If you receive such a notice, 
don’t ignore it. Complete an 
Identity Theft Affidavit (IRS 
Form 14039 at www.irs.gov) 
and return it with a copy of 
the notice to the address 
provided on the notice. If you 
did not receive a notice but 
believe you may be at risk, 
the form contains separate 
submission instructions. 

The IRS’s Identity Theft 
Protection website (www.irs. 
gov/uac/Identity-Protection) 
includes tons of helpful 
information, including ways 
to tell whether your identity 
may have been stolen, how 
to report a breach and tips to 
avoid identity theft. 

And finally, file your tax 
return as early as possible 
to beat potential scammers 
to the punch. If you owe 
money, you can always file 
your return now and mail 
the payment by the April 15 
deadline.

Falcons show dominance 
againts Fulton Co. Pilots

last week. On Tuesday, Jan. 22 
on the court at Fulton County 
she reached that pinnacle goal 
by scoring 18 points in the Lady 
Falcons victory against district 
rival Fulton County.
